BELIEVE NONE LIVE 
TO TELL OF HbRROR 


Of Fifty Men Entombed by Explosion 


in Pennsylvania Mine None is 


Thought to Have Escaped. 


WAILING RELATIVES 


Plttsbnrg, Dec. 2.—The number of 


men entombed In the Naomi mine ot 
the United Coal company o£ this city, 
located one and a half miles back of 
Monongahela City, thirty-one miles 
from this place, is now said to be fif- 
ty. Hope that tho men will be res- 
cued alive is gradually dwindling 
away. At noon the large force of res- 
cuers had only succeeded in reaching 
the nineteenth entry and no sign of 
the entombed men. had been found. 
There are thirty-seven entries in all 
and the men were working far back 
in the mine when the explosion oc- 
curred last night 
The work of rescue is progressing 


slowly and with much difficulty. Ow- 
ing to the poisonous gas fumes ,#he 
rescuers are unable to remain in the 
entries more than fifteen minutes at 
a time. Several members of the relief 
crews are In a precarious condition 
from inhaling the deadly afte'r damp 
and Superintendent James Henderson 
had to be taken to his horn*. 


The big air fan Is still going, but lit- 


tle relief Is' obtained, owing to the 
heavy volume of the after damp. 


The men are working heroically to 


gave their comrades. 
Mine Inspector 


Louttlt organized a relief corps. He 


divined his men, into crews 
which 


worked 10 to 12 lumrs each. 


A great crowd tpect all night about 


the mouth of the shaft despite Lhe 
cold. 
Mine superintendents of all the 


mines along the Monongalfela 
river 


volunteered Sheir help. 
Their efforts 


were impeded by the throng of rela- 
tives and friends of the entombed men 
who ran up to the very pit mouth and 
cried out in agony for their loved 
ones. 
Thj operating department of the 


United Coal flbmpany left here.in a 
body today for the scene of the mine 
disaster at Fayette City. 


Mine Inspector Loutttt gave out the 


following statement today: 


"It is impossible to say just what 


caused the explosion. 
Tho mine was 


remarkably' free of gas but you can 
never tell about such a thing. 
Gas is 


likely to be found in the most unex- 
pected places. 
The force of the ex- 


plosion was terriflc and I cannot think 
that any man in the Naomi mine es- 
caped with his life. 
"The mine was practically shattered 


and I believe we will eventually find 
thousands of tons of earth blocking 
the way to the entombed miners. We 
have been unable to get into the mine 
to acj distance; seven hundred yards 
has .been <tbout the limit."

Senor Lopez Is a half mad 
beast who has killed one mate and 
driven several others away. Yester- 
day he became incensed and attempt- 
ed to break through the steel bars of 
his cage, roaring with' rage. Unable 
to break the bars, he leaped for the 
ventilator in the roof 
of the 
cage, 


which is covered , with steel netting. 
He miscalculated his jump and fell 
heavily on his back. 
Senior Lopez's 


rage had infuriated Donegal, who was 
ponfined In the next cage and he tried 
his hand at getting out. Rushing the 
length of the cage, he threw himself 
against the bars, bending them. But 
he feUback to the floor of the cage 
and a few mfamtes later he was dead.

H. Forris, of the populist national com- 
mittee, issued a call today for a pop- 
ulist national convention to be held in 
St. Louts April 2, 1908, for the pur- 
pose of naming candidates for presi- 
dent and vice president and transact- 
ing such other business as may come 
before the convention. 


The basis of representation will be 


two delegates for each congressional 
district and four delegates at large 
for each state and territory, besides 
one delegate at large for each one 
thousand votes or majority fraction 
thereof cast for the people's party na- 
tional ticket in 1904. 


All citizens of the United States 


who favor action Independent of the 
two old parties and who endorse the 
principles of the People's party, pro- 
mulgated in the Omaha platform at 
the birth of the party, will be entitled 
to affiliate in £he choice of delegates 
and nomination of candidates.

Call says: 


"Hope cannot be placed in the prom- 


ises of either of tte two old parties. 
Both have entangling alliances with 
the enemies of the government and 
cannot make substantial progress for 
reform in this generation. 


"Thus an Independent party free 


from predatory affiliations, 
becomes 


necessary if the power of monopoly 
and privilege is to be taken from the 
banks and stock Jobbers; if the rule 
of the people is to be restored in our 
time.

Drytown,' Cal., Dec. 2.—With smoke 


still pouring from the shaft of the 
Fremont mine, hope for the eleven 
miners who were entombed Saturday 
was virtually abandoned last night, 
and It is believed all of them have 
perished behind the wall 
of flame 


which drove them toward the heart of 
the subterranean furnace when they 
tried to escape.

trlans. O'Brien and Wilson are mar- 
ried, the latter having eight children. 


A crowd, among which were many

morith of the shaft all day. A number 
of attempts were made to get into the 
mine, but all of them had to be aban- 
doned. 


After the connecting drifts of the 


Fremont and Cover shafts had been 
bulkheaded and the collar ot the lat- 
ter had been boarded up to smother 
the fire, Superintendent Goodall start- 
ed to flood the mine. Later Goodall 
and a party of mining experts went 
to the Fremont shaft and made an 
opening by taking off the bulkhead 
from the collar.. They were about to 
descend in the skip to the three hun- 
dred jfoot level when they were driv- 
en back to the surface by the stifling 
smoke. Other attempts made to de- 
scend met with the same futile re- 
sults.

His passing Is not only a severe 
shock to a very large circle of warm 
friends, but It cuts short a business 
career of unusual promise. 


Mr. Singleton was but little more 


than 26 years of age. and death was 
dtte to diabetes. The young man had 
been In falling health since July last, 
and while his condition was recog- 
nized as grave, specialists held out 
some measure of hope for his recov- 
ery, and all save his closest friends 
where wholly unprepared for news of 
his death. Mr. Singleton's condition 
became acute on Wednesday night, 
and from that time forward he de- 
clined rapidly until the dread end 
came Sunday night.

VMartfals'"8m Singleton, universally 
known to his friends as "Mark" Sin- 
gleton, was born In Flndlay, Ohio, in 
June, 1882. He was the only child of 
Mr. and Mrs. Louis R. Singleton, and 
came with his parents to Fort Wayne 
when thirteen years of age. A little 
later he entered tho Fort Wayne busi- 
ness college, and after completing the 
course took 
a position 
with 
the 


Wayne Baking company. 
His next 


employment was as a bookkeeper for 
tho Louis Fox Cracker manufactory. 
This he relinquished to engage with 
other gentlemen In the organization of 
the Wayne- Biscuit company, which 
began business on Ban- street, near 
Wayne. Later the name of the com- 
pany was changed to the Perfection 
Biscuit company. He was one of the 
principal stockholders in the enter- 
prise and was elected Its secretary 
and treasurer. After a few years the 
company erected Its magnificent build- 
ing on Pearl street and removed to 
that location to better develop and 
care for a business that was constant- 
ly growing under the administration 
of Mr. Singleton and other capable 
officers. 
He was very highly regard- 


ed, not only for his splendid business 
capabilities, but. for his high personal 
worth and character. 


Mr. Singleton was unmarried and 


is survived by his parents. Early In 
life he Identified himself with the 
First Baptist church, but later trans- 
ferred his 
membership to 
Trinity 


English Lutheran church, of which he 
was a deacon and where he was pres- 
ident of the Luther league, a young 
people's organization. 


Funeral services will be held Wed- 


nesday afternoon at 1:30 from the resi- 
dence, 3001 Fairfleld avenue, and at 
2 o'clock from Trinity English Luth- 
eran church. The service at the resi- 
dence and the interment at Linden- 
wood will be private, but friends may 
view the remains at the residence 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Attorneys for Woman and 
for the Government Make

Hoover began today, upon the opening 
of court for the trial of Mrs. Bradley 
for the murder of former Senator 
Brown, of Utah, his argument for the 
defense. 
He will 
be followed by 


Judge Powers, also for the defense. 
The defendant as she came into court 
today wore a look ot anxiety and was 
paler than usual. 


Attorney Hoover argued that it was 


Brown who importuned for the illegal 
relation 
between Brown and Mrs. 


Bradley; that her story ot tragedy 
was corroborated by the evidence and 
that there was ample evidence that 
she was insane at the time of the 
shooting. 


Attorney Hoover finished his argu- 


ment at 11 o'clock and Judge Powers, 
leading counsel for the defense, imme- 
diately began his presentation of the 
case.' 


Judge Powers argued that Brown 


dominated Mrs. Bradley; that when 
she sought to leave him he pleaded 
and begged her to remain and be true 
to him. When In a burst of eloquence 
he urged that those "without sin 
among you cast the fist stone." Dis- 
trict Attorney Baker objected on. the 
ground that it was Improper argu- 
ment. The court would not sustain 
the objection. 


Woman Could Have Lied. 


Mr. Hoover, in opening bis argu- 


ment referring to the prisoner's credi- 
bility asked what would have been 
easier than for her to ha\R said that 
Brown attacked her and that she shot 
In self defense. 
He said 
that 
If 


through physical disease the mind of 
the defendant was unable to distin- 
guish leiveen fight anrt wrong, a.id 
lacked the will power In case 
she 


could not distinguish' them, she was 
not amenable to the ''w. 
Referring 


to alleged threats to kill Brown If he 
did not acknowledge tho paternity of 
the second child, Mr. Hoover said that 
no such threats were made for Brown 
had already made written acknowl- 
edgement of the children's paternity 
and she has the acknowledgment In 
her possession. 


Mr. Hoover ?ald the fact that tho 


revolver w»s found on the 
bureau, 


while Mrs. Bradley when asked for 
tbe weapon Immediately 
after 
tho 


shooting, pointed to her hand bag, 
showed that ?ho dlrl not know what 
she was doing at the ilu.t. 


Many Chance* to Kill Brown. 


Mr. .Hoover argued that Mrs. Brad- 


ley, It she had any purpose df killing 
Senator 
Brown, 
would have killed 


him in Salt Lake City, where she had 
thousands of opportunities to do so 
and It was absurd to hellevo that with 
these countless 
opportunities she 


should have come across the conti- 
nent to kill him at a place where she 
was n stranger nnd^ had no friends. 
Mr. Hoover In refutation of the charge 
that Mrs. Bradley had broken u)i the 
Brown home, declared that Brown re- 
peatedly Importuned her to assume 
Illegal relations with him and bear 
him a child, that what she had said 
about the' tragedy had been corrob- 
orated nnd that there had been ample 
evidence of her insanity at the time of 
the shooting. 


Mr. Hoover concluded with a pas 


slonate appeal to the jury admonish- 
ing them so as to decide the case so 
they could face their Maker with the 
consciousness of Saving well perform 
ed their duty. Mr. Hoover finished at 
11:15 o'clock and after five minutes 
intermission Judge 
0. 
W. Powers, 


chief counsel for the defense, began 
his speech. 


Judge Powers closed at 12:30 and

Aged Prisoner Given His 


Liberty After Many 


Years. 


Charles W. Dur.n left the coun- 


ty Jal'l at 2:-30 o'clock this after- 
noon unaccompanied by an officer 
of the law for the first time since 
his arrest, more than six years 


ago, 
and alone tramped over the 


route he had so often trodden dur- 
ing his two trials and the prelimi- 
naries and a few minutes later 
walked Into the sheriff's office at 
the court house, where he affixed 
his signature to a bond prepared 
in the office of S. L. Morris, his 
attorney. 
The bond Is signed by 


W. H. Dunn, a son "of the prison- 
er, Walter Langtry and C. M. 
Flinn. 


W. H. Dunn also made affidavit 


that he owns an unincumbered 
farm and I* worth $8,000 over and 
above his exemptions. The other 
bondsmen made no affidavits as 
to their worth. 
Mr. Dunn will 


make his home with his son, on 
Harrison street for the present 
and among the first things he has 
in contemplation Is a trip to Rich- 
mond to see his wife, who Is con- 
fined In the East Haven hospital 
for the insane. The whole matter 
came as such a surprise that he 
was not prepared to say what he 
will do. 


Paul Peters was removed to the 


hospital yesterday to undergo an op- 
eration'for ah affection of one of his 
jknees/'the result 'o£ an injury.

CONGRESS. 


The Sixtieth congress began today 


at noon. Notwithstanding there is 
much that should be done, it appears 
to be the common opinion that not 
much will be done. 
Congress as- 


sembles on the eve of a national cam- 
paign and that alone would under any 
circumstances act as a powerful de- 
terrent to either bulky or vital legis- 
lation. 
Tariff revision, persistent as 


the demand is for some practical re- 
arrangement of schedules, will be sub- 
ject to nothing more than political 
and academic discussion. There will 
be nothing done. 
Speaker Cannon 


will not permit it and the president 
will In no wise press It. 


Currency reform,. will be volumin- 


ously debated and no end of measures 
embracing a great variety of "reme- 
dies" will be presented. But there is 
no definite prospect of action at this 
session. Speaker Cannon on this is a 
strenuous advocate of tho let-alone 
policy and the speaker is nn obstacle 
not easy to set over or around. 


The president wants n drastic modi- 


fication of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
that will permit traffic combinations 
of railroads nnd other coalitions rep- 
resented In tho present tendency of 
railway financiering and cperatloa, 
the naturo of which legislation was 
outlined In an editorial In these 
columns a day or two ago.

THINKS CRISIS IS PASSED. 


Satisfied that his financial relief 


measures have already accomplished 
all that was expected when he adopt- 
ed them at the climax of the recent 
financial storm. Secretary Cortelyou 
last Friday announced a suspension of 
tho issuance of the 3 per cent certi- 
ficates of indebtdness. No offers re- 
ceived after the close of business Sat- 
urday are to be considered. 


The amount of offers already re- 


ceived is not disclosed, but it is far 
in excess of the allotments, which do 
not 
exceed 
$40,000,000 and 
which 


some persons 
estimate as low as 


from $25,000,000 to $30,000,000. 


Issuance of the three per cent notes 


aroused considerable criticism, but it 
s the belief of the administration that 
t greatly helped the situation. 


Mr. Cortelyou did not at the ,outsot 


believe it would be necessary to allot 
more than $50,000,000 of those notes, 
jut he wished plenty of room to oper- 
ate against a situation which at that 
time looked very bad. 


Therefore the president approved 


ils suggestion that he issue $100,000,- 
000, or such part of that amount as he 
deemed necessary- 
The issuance of 


the notes was facilitated by their be- 
ng made available to procure addi- 
tional circulation nnd by three-fourths 
of the purchase price being left as 
public deposits with the purchasing 
3anks. 


Improvement of the business situa- 


tion in the country has been such as 
to permit suspension of tbe Issue now. 
with tho expectation that the sale of 
Panama bonds will complete the gov- 
ernment relief work. 


The postal deficit for the present 


fiscal year will aggregate about $G,- 
000,000. 
There aro men now living 


who doubtless will survive to see tho 
time when the postal business of the 
country shall be administered nt prac- 
tically no loss to tho government. 
Slowly, but steadily, the department 
Is cutting out the graft of various 
sorts that contribute to the expense 
and nothing to the profits of the gov- 
ernment's big business enterprise. 
Some time there will come along a 
postmaster general who will be a prac- 
tical man with ng fear in his heart of 
railroads or aught else and the deficit 
will disappear. But that may be a 
long time hence. 


Tho bulwark of tho nation's finan- 


cial strength Is the farmer, says Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson. 
That's 


not at all a nice fling atSecrctary Cor- 
tolyou and J. P. Morgan, who have 
just beaten back the tldo of financial 
disaster and rescued the country from 
panic. The farmer does nothing but 
create wealth. He doesn't manipulate 
it. 


It appears to be pretty well agreed 


among the Informed that the present 
session of congress will bo mainly en- 
gaged with politics and not with legis- 
lation. Could have been a better time 
for congress to assemble than right on 
the heels of a crisis that had some of 
the earmarks of a panic.

Minnesota, Michigan, Chi- 


cago and Wisconsin May 


Get Together. 


Chicago, Dec. 2.—A "big four" foot- 


ball alliance between Chicago, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota and Wisconsin on the 
lines of the union suggested last win- 
ter is the latest plan of the authori- 
ties of the leading western universi- 
ties. 
A close organization of these 


big schools on a "friendly basis, •with 
the guarantee of championship cali- 
ber games in future seasons, will be 
effected immediately following 
the 


coming conference meeting of January 
4, unless present schemes miscarry, 
according to the statement made yes- 
terday by a "big nine" official. 


The news that the "big four" ar- 


rangement, which was lost 
In 
the 


shuffle when Michigan voted against 
the conference "reforms," was about 
to be renewed, clears the football sit- 
uation satisfactorily for the followers 
of the game. 
Following the "liberal" 


views expressed at Saturday's con- 
ference, the western rooters seem to 
be assured of an old-time season next 
fall, with Chicago, Michigan, Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin in the forefront 
of the lengthened schedule era. 


While the new move is entirely de- 


pendent on Michigan's continuance in 
the "big nine," the authorities of the 
other three schools believe the wolver- 
ines will be glad to come into the com- 
pact, and say the plan Is practically 
assured of success. 
If the anti-con- 


ference sentiment prevails 
at 
Ann 


Arbor for another month, 
Chicago, 


Minnesota and 
Wisconsin probably- 


will form a "big three" 
and allow 


Michigan to go its way. 


Michigan objected 'to the plan last 


year after the preliminary agreement 
had been signed by Judge V. H. Lane 
and Keene Fitzpatrick, but the ob- 
jection was merely the result of the 
then new "reforms" and not aimed at 
the combination as such. 
With the 


prospect of seven games and the ex- 
piration of Michigan's anti-conference 
resolutions, the majority of the col- 
lege officials believe there will be no 
slip in the "big four" idea this time. 


The plans for the union prescribe 


that "fairness and good 
sportsman- 


ship" shall govern all games; that the 
relation of "host and guest" shall be 
lived up to; that matters of eligibility 
shall be regarded as confidences be- 
tween the 
interested 
universities; 


that the home university shall render 
a financial statement.to the visiting 
university, which shall be accepted as 
fair, and that all games shall be "gen- 
tlemanly" contests In every respect. 


The rooters may rejoice in the pros- 


pect of the big games more than in 
the "purity" atmosphere. 
According 


to the arrangement slated for pass- 
age, 
Chicago would play both Michi- 


gan and Minnesota next fall, while 
Minnesota 
would 
play 
Wisconsin. 


Next year the maroons would have 


Michigan and Wisconsin as their'big- 
gest opponents, while Michigan would 
meet Minnesota and Wisconsin would 
play the gophers also. 


When tho "lilg four" 
plan* were 


drawn up originally schedules for four 
years were made out. 
If this plan 


is followed, Chicago will meet Wis- 
consin and Minnesota In 1910, while 
Michigan 
will play Minnesota and 


Wisconsin, and In 1911 Chicago will 
again take on Michigan and Minne- 
sota, while Wisconsin will meet both 
Michigan and Minnesota. 


The "big four" revival coincides ex- 


actly with tho "dope" already handed 
out in regard to possible schedules, 
In that Chicago expects to meet both 
Minnesota and Michigan In the com- 
ing season. 
With these two games 


as the headliners, it Is probable that 
Indiana, Illinois and Purdue would be 
met, while Northwestern would 
be 


taken on In case of resumption of In- 
tercollegiate football at Evanslon. It 
seven games are allowed, an eastern 
game would bo a possibility for the 
maroons. 


The western rooters have from now 


until January to speculate on the con- 
ference situation, with no more games 
to Interest them. 
The unexpected 


defeat of the army by the navy Sat- 
urday at Philadelphia closed the 1907 
chapter of games. 
The Annapolis 


victory was one of the surprises of the 
year In the east, 
owing 
to 
West 


Point's superior record and tho pres- 
tige gained from holding Yale to a tie 
early In the season, and served only 
to muddle the eastern standings still 
further If that were possible. 
The 


"new game," held responsible for the 
remarkable shake-ups this year, was 
given an unsatisfactory interpretation 
by both teams.
